Facing the Dragon 


Shipping by water is the subject that 


is intriguing the interest of the citrus 


rowt-r. 
The : anama canal is just beginning 


to function this last year. It has never 
iad a real chance to prove itself since 
it was built. 
The railroads have al- 


ways looked upon it as a menace to 
them if it were allowed to function as 
it should. Government hindrances were 
placed in its path during 
the 
war. 


Railroad-owned steamship lines have 
manipulated freights to discredit any 
water shipping beyond what they should 
themselves - select. 
Enormous pressure 


ias been brought upon the government 
oy the corporations financed in Wall 
street, with the result that America has 
junked a great merchant marine built 
up with incredible rapidity and operat- 
id. with equally incredible success dur- 
ing the war. 


Railroad propaganda is working day 


and night to prove that the control of 
:he railroads during the war was a 
costly failure, when as a matter of 
;>lain fact this government handled 
:ho roads far better than any other 
government engaged in the world-war, 
with a cheaper freight and passenger 
rate than either England or France. 
And this in spite of the fact that the 
same individuals were 
the nominal 


loads of all departments of the roads 
:hat were in charge before the govern- 
ment took them over, and that those 
ndividuals delivered to 
the govern- 


ment a very lack-lustre assistance so 
:ar as government control was concern- 
ed. The railroads milked the govern- 
nent during the war, and after the 
war they demanded and received a pay- 
nent in rehabilitation that is one of 
he scandals of the country. They now 
>oint to government control of rail- 
•oads as a failure, when any investiga- 
or or ordinary man of thinking ability 
earf prove that the government never 
really had control of the railroads at 
any—time,-but-meretjr-had'eotrtwl of-iho- 
'aciliration of traffic, paying three and 
'our and five hundred per cent in costs 
hat 
always come from demanding 


mste. 


The .citrus shippers will never get 


real relief from the privately-owned 
railroads. 
Deductions in freight will 


jo granted always under the greatest 
of pressure, and then only for the pur- 
pose of killing off other methods of 
transportation. 
Nearly all the great 


water transportation 
companies are 


financed in Wall street by-the same 
people who finance the railroads, and 
10 .relief can come from that source. 


Therefore, it narrows down to the 


chartering of boats from the govern- 
ment, or the building of boats by the 
industry itself. Mr. Whiteomb of Glen- 
dora, vice president of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, after an en- 
tire summer spent in investigating all 
means of water 
transportation, 
has 


made his report, which features the 
use of the bare boat charter offered by 
the United States shipping board. Mr. 
Teague, president of the exchange, says 
that he believes it will be feasible to 
charter at least five boats, and that such 
a shipping company can be formed with 
a large amount .of the stock held by 
citrus growers, not as members of any 
fruit-selling organization, but as in- 
dividuals. 
These men expect practical 


co-operation from the merchants of Los 
Angelea and the Pacific coast in pro- 
viding freight for both in and out 
hauls. It is expected that all fruit and 
agricultural co-operative organizations 
will join with the citrus growers. 
It 


is an intrigung subject, 
and 
comes 


under the head of very mportant if 
practicable. 


Succinctly, the situation can be sum- 


med up by saying that if the railroads 
cannot transport Pacific coast products 
without taking more of the return than 
will make the 
production profitable, 


then the railroads as freight carriers 
have outlived their usefulness, and have 
become a burden and a menace to the 
Pacific coast. The railroads made pos- 
sible the building up of the Pacific 
coast in the formative period. Are they 
now the dragon that is consuming the 
life of the country? 


It is cowardice to say that this coun- 


try cannot develop its coastwise ship- 
ping. It can do that very thing if it 
will break the stranglehold of those in- 
terests that prevenj the financing of 
water shipping. 
The government, in 


handling public utilities, is bungling 
and wasteful, but not nearly so bung- 
ling , and .wasteful as are the private 
' 
^ 


tical graft is small in comparison with 
the element of private greed. 


Let us hope that the keen minds of 


the agricultural industry on the Pacific 
coast will find it practical to charter 
government boats and enter into a 
covenant with the farmers to deliver 
our produce to the ports of the world. 
We have demonstrated that we can esta- 
blish selling organizations 
that 
are 


superior to private selling organizations. 
Handling our own transportation is a 
comparatively untried field. But are 
there any valid reasons why it will no* 
work! There is every indication that 
we are soon to know.

ALL VALLEY SCHOOLS 


As a makeshift plan, the transport- 


ing of five classes to and from the Co- 
vina high school to the Baptist church, 
is a succor, according to a statement 
by Superintendent Ben S. Millikaa this 
week. 
Tho scholars are confined to the 


busses going and coming, and are con- 
stantly under the supervision of the 
school officials. 
While it \s a loss of 


time and highly inconvenient to handle 
the scholars in this fashon, the school 
officials feel that they are making the 
best of a bad situation resulting from 
the overflowing of the school. 


The worst feature in, connection with 


the crowded condition at the school is 
found in the lavatories, Superintendent 
Millikan says. These are so crowded 
at recess periods that there is much 
confusion and time lost. The lavatories I 
are inadequate and unsanitary, especial-' 
ly in the girls'wing. 


An addition to the enrollment this 


week ia made through the matriculation 
of Prank Day of East Orange, New 
Jersey, who ia making his home with 
William >H. Hogeland of Baldwin Park. 
The Covina high school is now well 
over the throe hundred mark in at- 
tendance, making it the largest Jugh 
school in the wpper San Gabriel valley, 
but wiflt the least equipment per capita 
of aay of the schools. 


BALDWIN PARK GROWS. 
With an enrollment of 247 on their 


opening day, which was Monday of 
this week, the Baldwin Park school is 
the largest school in the Covina high 
school district, with the exception of 
the Covina grammar school, which on 
Monday of this week was 513. 


The Baldwin Park school has had as 


its teacher (or sixteen years, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Heath; the pioneer teacher of the 
valley. She started alone, and now has 
nine teachers to assist her. She said 
this week that she expected the enroll- 
ment to increase to 300 before the end 
of the first four weeks. Additional 
rooms are being prepared as fast as is 
possible. .MERWIN SCHOOL. 


Mrs. May A. Brownfleld of the Mer- 


win school reports that there arc 80 
scholars enrolled in this Sonoratown 
district, an increase of ten over last 
year. 
She Bays she feels that they 
are very well equipped at this school, 
and that tuere is to be an increase in, 
coming weeks over the present enroll- 
ment. 
• WEST COVINA. 


Mrs. Maude Maxson, principal of the 


West Covina school, reports an enroll- 
ment of 68, which is about the same as 
last year on the .opening of school. <She 
says it is possible there will be a slight 
increase in the next few weeks.

LARK ELLEN. 


At the Lark Ellen school, which is 


a part of the Covina grammar school, 
there is an attendance of 95, with a 
few more expected to enroll, according 
to Principal B. L. Easton. This is an 
increase of about fifteen per cent over 


last year. 
The school is splendidly 


equipped with a new school building of 
the most modern type. 


CHARTER OAK. 


This school has not yet opened, owing 


to the fact that the old building is 
being moved to another part of the 
school lot, to make way for modern 
'buildings that will be erected this full 
and winter. 


AZUSA-GLENDORA. 


The old Citrus hill is a busy place 


again. During the opening enrollment 
days 190 students registered;, last Mon- 
day morning an additional 50 registered 
and since that date registrations have 
been coming in bringing the total en- 
rollment up to 246. Since the begin- 
ning of regular class work, Citrus has 
been abuzz with work. Every class 
room is occupied and every department 
will be working practically to its full 
capacity. 


EL MONTE HIGH. 


The El Monte union high school open- 


ed with a record attendance, 164 wore 
'enrolled th« first day, and at the close 
of school Wednesday 173 had been en- 
rolled. This is a-n increase of thirty 
over last year. 


In spite of the fact that the addi- 


tions to the buildings are not yet com- 
pleted, the class work was taken up 
promptly and has gone forward very 
nicely. 
NEW BONITA HIGH. 


The trustees of Bonita high met lust 


week and awarded the contracts to 
bidders for furniture and equipment for 
the new buildings. 
Plans are being 


pushed rapidly so that all may be in 
readiness for the opening of seliool next 


Monday. It is not possible that the 
buildings will be entirely finished, but 
they will be in such condition that 
enough rooms may be used to start the 
year. 


PUENTE INCREASE. 


School opened last week with greatly 


increased enrollments at all three Pu- 
ente schools. The high school has 117 
enrolled, as against 76 last year. Hud- 
eon school has 310, whereas last year 
there were but 275. Central school has

INQUEST JTTBY TTRGES 


ABOLISHING CROSSING 


While bringing in a verdict of un- 


avoidable accident in the ease of the 
death of Fred Lohiuan, 
a 
Glcndora 


rancher, who was killed last Saturday 
by the Santa Fe limited train at the 
crossing at the Foothill boulevard and 
Grand avenue, the corornev 's jury, sit- 
ting in Covina Tuesday morning of this 
week, added a recommendation that 
Los Angeles county take steps to abol- 
ish the grade crossing at that danger- 
ous point. 


The accident happened at about 1:45 


in the afternoon of last Saturday, when 
the limited train, bound into Los An- 
geles, struck a Chevrolet car driven by 
Lohman, resulting in death from con- 
cussion of the skull. 
The body was 


found lying near the track when the 
train came to a standstill, and the head 
and one leg were nearly severed from 
the body, and the body was otherwise 
badly mangled. 
The car was reduced 


to a wreck. 


Lohman was a rancher living at the 


corner of Gladstone and Grand avenues, 
and hud been living there a little over 
a year, according to his brother, John 
l.ohmaii of Los Angeles, who testified 
iit the inquest. 
He hnd no family. 


Percy L. Blackwell of Glendora was the 
only known eyewitness of the accident. 
He said that he was unloading melons 
at a stand that he maintains quite neiir 
,to the crossing. Lohman's machine was 
approaching Glendora, travelling east 
on the Foothill boulevard. The train 
was westbound. 
Blackwell was for- 


merly a railroad employe, and he said 
that he judged that the train was tra- 
velling from sixty-five to sixty-seven 
miles an hour, basing his calculation on 
the sound of the exhaust of the engine, 
with which he is familiar. 
He saw 


Lohman approaching the crossing, and 
estimated he was going from 
fifteen 


to twenty miles an hour. Owing to the 
fact that there have been other trage- 
dies at this crossing, Blackwell said 
that he watched the train and machine, 
and anticipated that the machine was 
in danger of being struck. 
He said 


that Lohman attempted to turn north 
on Grand avenue. 
If the victim had 


turned south on Grand avenue, -which 
was possible, he would not have crossed 
the tracks, the witness said. He thought 
that the train was travelling at an un- 
usually high rate of speed. 
When a 


train is travelling at such a speed it 
does not make a great amount of noise. 
He heard the train whistle for the 
crossing. 
There are two wig-wags at 


this crossing, he said. 
There is an 


orange grove that somewhat obstructs 
the vio\v on the southwest corner. 
He 


investigated the wig-wag after the acci- 
dent, and found it operating. J. W. 
Larimer of Glendora, who owns a grove 
at this corner, said that he was walk- 
ing west and heard the engine give two 
short danger blasts, turned around and 
saw the crash. The train proceeded aj 
quarter of a mile before it stopped. 
George M. Jennings, Covina automobile 
distributor, wait going east on the boule- 
vard, but was not near enough to deter- 
mine the cause of the accident, he said. 
He had learned afterward that Lohman 
had been driving a Chevrolet for about 
two months. 


John A. Waite, engineer of the train 


testified that the automatic bell was 


ringing, that he whistled for the cross- 
ing, and when he heard his fireman yell 
he sounded the short blasts of danger 
on the. whistle. 
After applying the 


emergency brakes the train proceeded 
about 1,000 feet. 
He walked back to 


the crossing and found the wig-wag 
operating, as the train was still in that 
zone. Charles M. Hughes, fireman, also 
testified, stating that he saw one auto- 
mobile round the corner of Grand ave- 
nue and turn west on the boulevard, 
saw the Lohman automobile come out 
from, behind the 
machine travelling 


west and realized that the Lohman car 
was in danger. 


The inquest was conducted by Cor- 


oner Frank A. Nance at the Covina 
undertaking parlors of C. E. Froggatt, 
and the jury was composed of C. F. 
Clapp, foreman, T. B.. Lavender 
of 


Glendora, James Lee, Matt Delano, A. 
Webber and H. L. Marshall. That Los 
Angeles county should take steps to 
abolish this crossing, 
preferably 
by 


building a tunnel beneath the tracks 
for the boulevard, was the opinion of 
the jury. The crossing is the same one 
where five people were killed at one 
time recently, four them being well 
known Coviua people.

TEACUTE OXiAIMB CITRUS 


STEAMERS ABB FEASIBLE 


President C. C. Teague of the Cali- 


fornia Fruit Growers Exchange,- while 
present at tho meeting of tlie walnut 
growers at Puente last Friday^stated, 
in an interview with the .Argus -that 
he is thoroughly- convinced the proposed 
water transportation program of the 
citrus growers "is feasible. 


Mr. Teagne is also president of the 


California Walnut Growers Association, 
and an account of his address last Fri- 
day is found on another page. 


Mr. Teague said that C. 8. Whitcomb, 


vice president of the exchange, who 
had spent several months in the east iri. 
connection with the proposal to provide 
ships for the transporting of fruit, had 
given a thorough report to the direc- 
tors of the exchange, but that no action 
had been taken as yet. 
Mr. Whit- 


comb's findings were reported in the 
Argus of September 9. • 


Mr. Teague said that he believed the 


chartering of ships for the carrying 
of citrus fruit was the solution of the 
transportation 
problem. 
While Mr. 


Whitcomb had interviewed every large 
ship concern and many forwarding con- 
cerns, the most 
feasible 
proposition 


seemed to be found in the United States 
shipping board, which offers a "bare 
boat'' charter of five ships to the citrus 
growers, and which Mr. Teague says 
can be handled at the start for a mil- 
lion and a half in money. 


It is not contemplated that the ship- 


ping business shall become a part of 
the business of the California Fruit 
Growers "Exchange" at this time, Mr. 
Teague said, but it is tentatively pro- 
posed that a corporation be formed, 
with stock held on as large a scale as 
possible by individual fruit growers. 
Ho said that a report to the growers, 
through the associations will be made 
a little later. 


The reason why unfavorable consid- 


eration of any deal with private ship- 
ping concerns had come about was that 
nearly all shipping companies are fin- 
anced in Wall street where the money 
comes for railroad operation, and that 
it was found that shipping companies 
were lukewarm because of this fact, 
Mr. Teague 
intimated. 
Chartering 


ships from the government. seemed to- 
be the most feasible proposition.

dred people made the trip, and t Farm 
Advisor Hodgson and Dr. L. B. Bat' 
cheller of the citrus experiment station 
gave a history of the foot rot disease 
while the audience was gathered around 
a, diseased tree. This discussion wan 
entered into by many ranchers, includ- 
ing C. C. Teague and other large grow- 
ers. The cause of this disease, its pre- 
"vention or cure remains unknown at 
present, according to all experts and 
ranchers present. The trees that are 
attacked begin to die within a few 
weeks after being apparently in good 
health, and so rapid is the process to- 
ward death it is called "heart failure" 
as a popular description. When trees 
are discovered in this condition it is 
too late to discover whether the disease 
originates in the roots, the bud union, 
or whether it is due to excessive mois- 
ture, or any other cause. Whether it 
is more prevalent on Northern Califor- 
nia black stock or other stock is now 
under careful experiment. 
Ranchers 


at the meeting said that .the disease 
seemed to be statewide, and that in 
some instances several trees to the acre 
had died. That it is a serious menace 
to the industry is recognized. 


NOON BASKET LUNCH. 


Within the packing house the ranch 


ers and their families enjoyed a basket 
lunch at noon, with coffee supplied by 
the niembers of La Puente association 
The low stands upon which walnul 
sacks are piled when handling the crop 
proved to be excellent .seats, and when 
placed '."two high" made excellent 
tables also. 
President Seymour- L. Watts of_La 


Puente association welcomed the visit 
ors in a forceful and well-worded open 
ing .speech," at the afternoon session 
which was presided over by Presiden 


mittee of the house and the finace com- 
mittee of the senate, both himself and 
Mr. Thorpe presenting the arguments, 
and a thorough presentation of the facts 
lad been sent senators and representa- 
:ives of California and 
the 
Pacific 


coast. 
Mr. Teague said that he had 


been actively present in Washington 
during the enactment of the last three 
tariff bills. 


President Tcaguo said that a much 


different, situation existed as regards 
tariff matters this session from sessions 
of the past. The New England repre- 
sentatives and senators arc not now so 
strongly in favor of protective tariffs, 
because of the statement made that 
this great manufacturing district has 
reached a point of very high perfection 
in machinery and in general operation, 
so that they arc producing manufac- 
tured goods much cheaper than in past 
years, and therefore nearer in competir 
tion with foreign goods. There is an 
over-production in New England at the 
present time, he said, making it neces- 
sary for the mills to devise methods of 
getting their products into consumption. 
They are anxious to see the exchange 
rates between America 
and 
foreign 


countries more nearly on an equable 
basis, and are therefore inclined to be- 
ieve in a freer market between Europe 
nd America. This condition militate.! 
gainst high tariffs, the speaker said, 
n past yfcars the New England sen- 
tors and representatives have been' the 
trongest advocates of 
a 
protective 


ariff. 
Also, and in contradistinction to the 


Tow England condition, the south of 
Jnited States, always Democratic in 
he past, and therefore pledged to a 
ariff-for-revenue-only, or in .extremes, 


worth of appropriation in excess of 
what would have been the program of 
the legislators had it not been for the 
tidvisory work of the committee. 


MANAGER GIVES ADDRESS. 


Manager 
Carlyle Thorpe followed 


Mr. Tongue with a short talk, in which 
he amplified some of the remarks made 
by the provident concerning tariff legis- 
lation. 


He also spoke of the handling of last 


year's crop and gavts a forecast for the 
present one. He said that he believed 
the walnut crop to be the only non-per- 
ishable farm crop that did not have to 
carry over u portion of its last year's 
production. This was accomplished by 
cutting the price to a point to meet 
readjustment in the beginning of the 
marketing season, and by maintaining 
that price through the selling season. 
The demand was stimulated through the 
use of $200,000 in 
advertising 
and 


special sales work. He was strongly of 
the opinion that the advertising had. 
been of inestimable' value in moving 
the crop under most adverse conditions. 


It was early discovered, he said, that 


the dealers were not going to buy in 
carload lots last year. The market was 
too unstable in all produce to allow for 
the purchase of enough walnuts to carry 
the dealers through the entire season. 
Banks refused to loan money for the 
purpose of stocking up dealers for an 
entire season. Many wholesalers were 
almost bankrupt, and prices were dc- 
Jclining on all kinds of produce. 


The association therefore resolved to 


do what was afterwards termed a '' ten- 
bag business," which was a policy of 
delivering the walnuts to warehouses 
in all parts of the country so that they

.bureau, himself a member at the, Pu 
ente organization. Farm. Advisor Hodg 
son, in responding to a request for t 
few remarks, said that it was peculiar 
ly fitting that the first annual field da} 
of the -walnut department of the farm 
bureau be held at Puente, for the reason 
that the district was the largest one of 
a compact nature in the state, where 
there was a large acreage of uniformly 
bearing trees of from nine to fifteen 
years old in a very high state of cul- 
tivation; and a territory that will pro- 
duce in the future the largest amount 
of walnuts of any single territory. The 
packing house in which the meeting 
was being held, he said, was the largest 
in the United States and probably in 
the world, and was but recently erect- 
ed, 'containing the latest -and .most 
modern methods of processing the crop. 
The idea of a walnut department in 
the farm bureau originated in the West 
Covina farm center, he stated. 
PRESIDENT'S 'ADDRESS 


Chairman Neely introduced Presi- 


dent Teague by stating that the presi- 
dent had but recently returned from 
Washington, where he had been in com- 
pany with Manager 
Thorpe, Messrs. 


Jonas Killian, Lewis and others in the 
fight to obtain an adequate tariff on 
walnuts. 
Mr. Teague was considered 


to be the industry's most prominent 
and most experienced rancher, a grower 
of walnuts on a very large scale at 
Santa Paula, the famous Limoneira or- 
chards. Mr. Teague is also president Of 
the California Fruit Growers Exchange, 
the largest co-operative organization of 
growers in America, and is president of 
the state legislative committee that has 
acted as a steering committee at Sacj 
ramento in securing legislation benefi- 
cial to farmers and fruit growers. 


President Teague, in reviewing the 


contest in Washington for 
adequate 


walnut tariff, said that seventy-three 
per cent of the walnuts consumed in 
the United States were raised on the 
Pacific coast, which meant practically 
in California. 
He said that the eon- 


sumption of walnuts had reached a 


!or. free trade, was now becoming a 
manufacturing district, and was also 
raising a great amount of farm pro- 
ducts that were in competition with 
Suropean products. There is a strong 
'eeling setting in throughout the south 
n favor of more adequate tariffs. This 
made it possible to secure a great deal 
of aid from Democratic senators and 
representatives before the committees, 
aut because of the Democratic party 
principle of low tariffs, these southern 
members usually voted on the floor 
against, high tariffs when the bill as 
n, whole was in consideration. 
The 


tariff sentiment as between the south 
and New England has been somewhat 
reversed, he said. 


PRAISE FOR LINEBERGER. 


California has been unfortunate in 


this tariff fight in not having any Cali- 
fornia member on the ways and means 
committee of the house or of the senate 
financo committee, he said. Our con- 
gressmen from, the south of the state 
are all new men this year, and un- 
acquainted with-5 the modus operandi, 
but-had given splendid. assistance, es- 
pecially toward the last of the fight in 
committees. 
Mr. Teague 
especially 


praised the splendid work of Congress- 
man Osborne of the tenth district, and 
>of Congressmen Lineberger and Free of 
the ninth nnd eleventh districts, and 
Senators Johnson and Shortridge. 
'' They are all young men. They are 


making a very favorable impression, 
and will certainly make good as they 
grow in experience," he said. 
The 


speaker made a plea for the keeping

It 
was sold out in five months without re- 
ducing the price. 


MARKET IS BARE. 


The walnut crop of this year faces 


the barest market in its history, he 
said. The wholesale and retail stocks 
are cleaned out. It is expected that 
there will be a very large importation 
of walnuts from foreign countries, due 
to the low tariff and the' desirability 
of the American market. Chile walnuts 
are at maturity in April, and this crop 
is now on the market. While there 
were 1,473 bags of Chile walnuts mar- 
keted in this country last 7 ear, there 
will be from thirty to forty thousand 
bags marketed this year. 
This is a 


very high grade product, he said. But 
the manager expected that the country 
will absorb these nuts by Hallowe'en, 
which is the great selling season for 
California nuts. 
The crop in France 


is half normal, and is now quoted in 
this country at 22 cents. The Italian 
crop is normal, with 100,000 bags avail- 
able for importation. 
The Sorrento 


walnuts arc quoted from seventeen to 
nineteen cents. The Manchurian wal- 
nuts are quoted at ten and one half to

changing of congressmen when men had 
been secured who were pledged to the 
principles so vital to the agricultural 
industry. 
In the brief presented by Mr. Teague 


and Mr. Thorpe it was shown that if 
the California walnut industry is pro- 
jected it will be able to supply all the 
walnuts consumed in America, the 
speaker said. 
i Ther are 88,000 acres of walnuts in 
California, 63,000 in bearing, 25,000 
coming into bearing. There are 200,000 
acres of land suitable to the raising 
of walnuts in the state. These figures 
show that this state can take care of 
the future walnut needs of 'the United 
States, Mr. Teague said. 
It costs fifteen cents per pound to 


raise walnuts at the present cost in, 
California, and ten cents of this is 
labor. 
Foreign countries are raising 


walnuts at a labor cost ranging from 
one cent to three cents per .pound for 
labor. China is increasing its walnut 
acreage at a very considerable rate. It 
is to be a very great competitor of this 
country if tariff rates are not satis- 


thirteen cents the pound delivered duty 
paid at San Francisco. These will not 
arrive before the new year, and will 
not compete with the holiday trade. 
These-; are very superior nuts. 
China 
is td^be a very formidable competitor, 
the manager said. 
ESTIMATES PRESENT CROP. 


The organization estimate of the 


present California crop is 19,000 tons, 
the manager stated. This is a possible 
shortage of about fifteen per cent of 
what this country normally consumes 
from Thanksgiving to Christmas. The 
present crop is going to be smaller in 
size. There is much unemployment in 
the east, which will interfere with the 
sale, but the manager believes the short- 
age of supply is greater than any short- 
age in demand. 
PASS RESOLUTIONS. 


Two resolutions were 
introduced. 


Jonas KiHian of El Monte introduced 
a resolution which was passed, which 
called upon the state and federal ex- 
periment stations to investigate the 
foot rot disease. 
Another resolution 


was introduced by E. G. Hotchkiss of 
West Covina, asking that a university 
extension specialist be assigned to work 
on the problems of the walnut industry, 
which was also adopted. 


Mr. Hotchkiss was elected as chair- 


man of a committee to deal with the 
programs for the walnut department of 
the county farm bureau, with the posi- 
tion of dircctor-at-large of the farm 
bureau, and Mr. Killian was also ap- 
pointed tb^his committee. 


Prof. J. W. Nelson of Berkeley, noted 


soil expert, delivered a short address, 
as did also Dr. L. D. BatcheUor of 
Riverside.

joint where the marketing was near 
he saturation point, or in other words, 
lad been perfected so that all portions 
of the country was receiving as many 
walnuts as could be consumed. Tho 
major idea that was presented to tho 
committees of the house of congress 
was that the American walnut growers 
\vcr,« going jto bo able within a few 
years to supply all the walnuts that the 
American public would consume. With 
this fact in mind the American con- 
gress was asked to place a tariff on 
walnuts that would be high enough to 
offset the difference in cost of produc- 
tion in this country and in foreign 
fcountries, so that the market could be 
protected for American growers. 


President Teague outlined the method 


by which tariff legislation is enacted 
in congress, and stated that under the 
Republican Dingley bill, walnuts re- 
ceived a tariff of three cents per pound 
on the" unshelled product; under the 
Payne-Aldrich Republican tariff bill a 
tariff of three cents on uushelled and 
five" cents on the shelled; under the 
Underwood Democratic tariff bill, a 
tariff of two cents on unshelled and 
four cents on shelled, and that it had 
been the aim of walnut growers in the 
present bill to obtain a tariff of four 
cents on unshelled and twelve cents on, 
tho shelled product. The walnut grow- 
ers hud presented an exhaustive brief 
on the subject; had argued the ques- 
' tioa before the ways and means com- 


factorily adjusted. In addition to these 
facts, the money exchange rate is 
against this country. Every dollar that 
a foreign country receives for produce 
sold in this country is worth just a 
little over five dollars in purchasing 
power in Europe. 
Mr. Teague said that the Fordney 


bill as contemplated only carried a tariff 
of 2% cents per pound for unshelled 
and 7% cents .per pound for shelled 
walnuts. 
If the walnut growers are 


successful in their fight they will re- 
ceive four cents and twelve cents re- 
spectively, and Mr. Teague expressed 
himslf as optimistic that this would be 
a fact. 


LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


At the close of his address Mr. Ttea- 


gue outlined some of the work that 
had been accomplish*3*1 bv the ,stat.c 
legislative committee, of which he is 
chairman. This committee was formed 
through the efforts of the agricultural 
co-operative organizations of the state, 
and numbered a membership of more 
than 60,000 ranchers who are members 
of the fruit growers, the walnut grow- 
ers, tho raisin growers and other co-
